The Enterprising 
ENTERPRISE" 



At the close of the Revolution in which our 
country won its independence from England, 
only three men-o'-war remained. When these 
were disposed of in 1785, the United States 
was left without a single armed vessel. 

In this state of defenselessness, our coun- 
try's commerce suffered such inroads by Al- 
gerine pirates that Congress, in 1794, author- 
ized six frigates to be constructed. The Act 
gave the President the option of building four 
44-gun ships and two 36-gun ships, or of pro- 
curing an equivalent force by purchase. Pro- 
vided, that in case of peace with Algiers, no 
further proceeding should be had under the 
Act. 

Construction was begun on CONSTITUTION, 
PRESIDENT, UNITED STATES and CHESAPEAKE. 
Each of these was a ship of 44 guns. The 
CONGRESS and CONSTELLATION were ships of 
36 guns. Later, the battery of CHESAPEAKE 
was changed to 36 guns. 

Under the 1795 treaty of peace with Al- 
giers, work was suspended on the ships. How- 
ever, a new Act passed in 1 796 directed the 
completion and equipment of three of the 
frigates. UNITED STATES, launched on July 10, 
1797, went to sea on July 13, 1798. Captain 
John Barry was in command. The CONSTITU- 
TION, launched on October 21, 1797, took to 
sea on July 22, 1798 under Captain Samuel 
Nicholson. The CONSTELLATION, launched on 
September 1797, went to sea on June 26, 1798 
under Captain Thomas Truxtun. 

These ships marked the beginning of the 
permanent United States Navy. The name of a 
fighting ship is often handed down to other 
ships after the previous ship has well served 
the country. 

A storm at sea delayed the carrier, ENTER- 
PRISE just long enough for her to miss the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. The big ship was steam- 
ing through the Central Pacific early in De- 
cember, 1941, when she ran into very stormy 
weather. She had been busy the previous 
months shuttling planes from the States to the 



various island bases. To save her escorting 
destroyers from a terrific buffeting under the 
crashing waves, the flag. Fleet Admiral (then 
Vice Admiral) William F. Halsey, Jr., USN, or- 
dered reduced speed. 

As a result, the arrival of the ENTERPRISE 
at Pearl Harbor was delayed from December 
6 to December 7 — and thus the big ship was 
saved. As she neared Pearl Harbor on that 
fateful December 7th morning, her planes pre- 
pared to take off for the airfields around Pearl 
Harbor according to plan. One flight left on 
what seemed a peaceful Sunday mission in 
the tropics. But when they returned to Peart 
Harbor they ran right into the middle of the 
Japanese attack. 

Their radio report was the first the carrier 
had that the nation was at war. Although it 
does nOt appear in official records, the ENTER- 
PRISE men insist one of their scouts shot down 
the first enemy plane of the war that morning. 

The ENTERPRISE of which we speak was 
named after six other United States ships that 
had earlier attained considerable recognition. 
The first was a sloop {\775-77) which had 
been captured from the British and which had 
fought gallantly at Lake Champlaih in 1 776 
under General Benedict Arnold. The second 
(1777) was an armed schooner which had 
convoyed transports in Chesapeake Bay in the 
same war. The third (1779-1823) was the 
most famous of the group. She was commanded 
by such illustrious naval figures as Stephen . 
Decateur, David Porter, and Isaac Hull. She 
was a 12-gun schooner that had a brilliant 
career in the war with France, against the 
Barbary pirates, and in the War of 1812. 

The fourth ENTERPRISE (1831-1845) was a 
10-gun schooner which engaged in suppressing 
the West African slave trade. The fifth of the 
name (1877-1909) was a steam corvette with 
auxiliary sail power. The ship served inter- 
mittent tours of duty with the European squad- 
ron until 1890. In that year she was converted 
into a training ship. The sixth ship (1917- 
1919) was originally a private yacht and saw 



service as a patrol ship during World War I. 

Under the Act approved by Congress in 
1933, President Franklin D. Roosevelt, author- 
ized the sum of $238,000,000 for the con- 
struction of naval ships. A contract for the 
construction of two aircraft carriers was award- 
ed that year. One was to be the USS YORK- 
TOWN and the other, the USS ENTERPRISE. 

The ENTERPRISE was commissioned in 1938. 
The 19,500 ton carrier spent her entire career 
after 1939 in the Pacific. She had a length 
of 827 feet and a maximum breadth of 114 
feet. Her hull and machinery cost approximdte- 
ty $19,000,000. She carried a peacetime com- 
plement of 82 officers ond 1447 sailors, plus 
an Air Group of four squadrons. 

The ENTERPRISE crowded a lifetime into her 
nearly four years of warfare. The enemy dam- 
aged her 15 times with hits and near misses. 

Tokyo claimed her "sunk" on six different 
occasions, but after each "sinking" she re- 
turned to battle. Her final record was 911 
Japanese planes shot down by the ship's guns 
and planes, 71 enemy ships sunk by her pilots, 
another 192 ships damaged or probably sunk, 
and vast damage to enemy shore installations. 

It remained for the raids on the Marshall 
and Gilbert Islands to account for the first of- 
ficial entry of enemy air loss on the ENTER- 
PRISE bulkhead. Only a little more than a 
month had passed since Pearl Harbor before 
a task force, with the ENTERPRISE as its central 
weapon, illustrated again the effectiveness of 
the theory that an air attack could be effec- 
tively launched from a mobile floating base. 

In February 1942 supported by a group of 
surface vessels, including three heavy cruisers; 
the ENTERPRISE drove deep into Japanese held 
territory. With relatively small losses in material 
and casualties, ENTERPRISE, in company with 
YQRKTOWN and supporting vessels, hit hard 
at an enemy naval base and naval air base. 
Also sank some 73,000 tons of enemy ships, 
including two submarines, and not counting a 
light cruiser which was certainly out of the war 
for many months. They also blasted two air- 
fields and destroyed 36 Japanese aircrafts. 

Six months later, when in America's first 
important offensive action of the war. Marines 
landed at Guadalcanal and Tulagi. Air cover 
was provided by the planes of ENTERPRISE. 
Enemy positions were wiped out as her squad- 
rons covered Marine landings, during which 
time 56,000 pounds of bombs were dropped 
and 13 enemy planes were shot down in one 
day. 



During October-November of 1942, the big 
ship was showing how welt she could fight. 
As part of the task force bent on blocking the 
Japanese Fleet still intent on rooting the 
Marines out of Guadalcanal, search planes of 
ENTERPRISE made contact with the enemy north 
of Santa Cruz islands. At that point there were 
two enemy forces. One was composed of two 
battleships, a heavy cruiser and seven destroy- 
ers. The other was composed of two carriers. 
The planes of ENTERPRISE scored hits on a car- 
rier and a battleship, shot down 33 enemy 
planes while her anti-aircraft batteries were 
accounting for another 30. Excellent maneuver- 
ing spared her several torpedo hits from at- 
tacking planes. But she sustained two damag- 
ing bomb hits. It was in this battle that the 
USS HORNET suffered such severe damage that 
it was necessary to abandon and sink her. 

In port for a hasty patch job, ENTERPRISE 
was on her way again in two weeks to repel 
another major Japanese attempt to retake 
Guadalcanal. Seabees were still aboard her, 
repairing the damage she suffered at Santo 
Cruz. On November 13, one of her flights 
sighted a Japanese battleship and destroyer 
escorts steaming into position to bombard Hen- 
derson Field. After her torpedo bombers de- 
posited their torpedoes into the battleship, 
leaving it listing badly, the ENTERPRISE con- 
centrated for the next two days on the enemy's 
invasion transports. Again she rolled up a big 
score for Uncle Sam's Navy. 

Meanwhile we were building other and 
larger carriers. However it was the ENTER- 
PRISE that inaugurated a new type of carrier 
warfare-night fighting. During the invasion of 
the Gilbert Islands in November, 1943, the 
Japanese found that their bombers were un- 
able to penetrate the screen of new Helical 
fighters which the large carriers could keep 
in the air during 'the daylight hours. 

So the Japanese took to night tactics, send- 
ing in medium bombers carrying torpedoes. This 
was a serious threat to the Fleet, as there was 
no effective counter measure immediately avail- 
able. 

So night fighting was tried and it succeeded. 
At one stage in the war, ENTERPRISE had 
planes in the air day and night for 175 con- 
secutive hours, or more than one full week. 

A go Han't enterprising ship that continued 
fighting and winning. Today she is in honor- 
able retirement at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
getting a well deserved rest.
